25,
killed Saturday nlcht by Kmergency
Patrolman Julio Yanniiooi.

After wounding two men, sending
a fusillade of pistol shots at tho

' crew of a J. T. Hinton Son ambu-
lance and threatening the lives of
several score of people In the busi-
ness district on South Main street,
Vannucci killed Schneider to end a
wild west battle' which held every
element necessary to the production
of the "wooliest" melodramatic
movie.

Schneider lived at 3sr Shelby
street, and formerly was employed
by the 629 Taxi company. 271 South
Main street.

vannucci's bullet struck .Schneider
in the heart. Another, hitting his
wrist disabled Schneider's pistol hand
Bnd probably saved the policemen's
Jives, as Schneider was firing stead-
ily, evidently realizing that his was
a death .battle.

Vannucci was accompanied by Pa
trolmen Thomas and Worley. Tho
latter's bullet struck Schneider's
wrist.

The coroner's verdict clears the
policemen of all blame for the gun
mans death. They fired both in
defense of a larfte crowd Kuthered
In the vicinity, police officers say,
and to prevent. Schneider's aim from
taking- their own lives when tne
suddenly turned eunman's perform
ance was successful for a time in

. cowerinur the entire locality on
' South Main street.

Two Men Hit.
The men struck by Schneider's

bullets were W. R. Tucker. 271 South
Wain street, employe of the taxi con-

cern, and John Simpson, 1296 Kast
McLemore avenue, negro employe of
the Chlsca garage. Simpson was
Struck in both forearms by a single
bullet. His arms were extended in
front of him when Schneider turned
his gun in the negro's direction.

According to all reports obtaina-
ble by police, Schneider came to the
(29 Taxi stand at about in an
extreme state of intoxication.

Schneider was employed by the
taxi concern until two weeks ago,
when he was discharged for being
drunk, it is said. He accosted
er, who was on the night watch at
the stand, threatening him with his
gun. 'Schneider then begad shoot-
ing in every direction.

Jlohn Gammon, proprietor of the
taxi company, was In a nearby res-

taurant when Schneider staged the
first act of the melodrama which
cost him his life. Tucker ran out
of the stand, reporting the one-side- d

battle to Gammon.
"Schneider's shooting up the

place," Tucker yelled. "He'e ' dead
' drunk. Look out.",

JuBt as Gammon and Tucker
'stepped from the restaurant Schnei-
der directed his fire toward them,
and before they could escape one
bullet struck Tucker in the leg.

Gammon braved the fire of
Schneider's ,gun and yeiled for a
cab, thinking Tucker was more se-

riously hurt than he was. As a
cab drove up - to take Tucker,
Schneider fired at the men again.
No one was struck this time. Schnei-
der's shots went wild.

States in which tho reduction will
be effective include New Jersey,
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina.
South Carolina and the District of
Columbia, In which the Standard Oil
company of New Jersey operates, and
In Louisiana, Tennessee and Arkan-
sas, In which the Louisiana company
operates.

The reduction of prices Is not ,lhe
result of lower costs, either of crude
oil or labor, Mr. Tengle said, but is
a movement on the part of the com-

pany to aid in lowering of prices as
part of tho general cmnmercial ad-

justment.
Price of tank wagon gasoline un-

der the reduction will vary in the dif-

ferent states, it was explained, owing
to differences in freight costs. The
effect upon the retail price generally
was not predicted by temporary of-

ficials. In New Orleans the price
will b reduced to cents to

day. The present New Jersey price
Is from 31 to 33 cents.
